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The Will of God 


CHARLES G. PASCHAL 


Text: “Wherefore be ye not unwise, 
but understanding what the will of the 
Lord is.” Ephesians 5:17. 


Our text admonishes us to not be 
foolish or unwise but to know what the 
will of the Lord is. This admonition is 
twofold in its meaning. First, it involves 
ascertaining God’s will towards mankind 
as a whole, and then, His will towards 
us as individuals. My prayer for you is 
that you do that with me. 


First, let us find what God’s universal 
will is as revealed in His Word. The 
Scriptures contain His will to all man- 
kind and it is our privilege to search out 
His will for all humanity. Then, having 
done that, it will be easier for us to find 
out His will concerning us as individuals. 
This is done through earnest prayer and 
consecration and revealed to us by His 
Spirit. 

The will of God as revealed in His 
Word to all mankind contains seven 
general clauses. Let us name them and 
then we shall discuss them. The first one 
is that we REPENT; second, that we be 
BORN AGAIN; third, that we be 
SANCTIFIED; fourth, that we be BAP- 
TIZED with the HOLY GHOST; fifth, 
our DEATH or EXPIRATION;; sixth, 
our GLORIFICATION;; seventh, that we 
DWELL WITH HIM ETERNALLY. 

1. Peter tells us in his writing that 
the “Lord is not willing that any should 
perish, but that ALL should come to 
REPENTANCE.” Evidently, this is a 
part of His universal will to mankind. 
Paul tells us in Rom. 2:4 that “the good- 
ness of God leadeth to REPENTANCE.” 
Still further proof of His will that we 
repent. Christ climaxed all this by telling 
His disciples that it was not His Father’s 
will that “one of these little ones perish”’ 
(Matt. 18:11-14). The REPENTANCE 
mentioned in His will has reference to 
the kind of repentance wrought by godly 
sorrow that needeth not to be repented 
of, a confession and forsaking of sin as 
well as making such restitutions where 
God requires them. A penalty of perish- 
ing is placed on all that will not execute 
His will in this measure. Luke 13:5. 


2. Repentance leads us up to the door 
of the NEW BIRTH, or the second clause 
of His will towards us. James tells us 
that “of his (God’s) own will begat he 
us with the word of truth.” Jas. 1:18. 
Christ backs him up in this statement 
found in John 1:12, 13, “that as MANY 
AS RECEIVED HIM (a whosoever will 
proposition) to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to THEM 
THAT BELIEVE ON HIS NAME, 
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which, He tells us, were born not of 
blood, nor of the will of the flesh (body) 
nor of the will of man, but of God.” 
Why? “For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH IN HIM 
should not perish (be damned) but have 
everlasting life’ (be born again). 
Through FAITH we enter the door of 
the second clause of His will. Whosoever 
will can be saved or born again on the 
same terms. God is no respecter of per- 
sons. And let me say, that without the 
spiritual birth, which makes us new 
creatures in Christ Jesus, we cannot see 
the kingdom of God, much less enter into 
it. John 3:3. 


3. “For this is the will of God, even 
your SANCTIFICATION.” This is what 
Paul told the Thessalonians. Why was it 
God’s will? Paul answers, “That you 
should abstain from fornication: that 
EVERYONE OF YOU (not part of 
you) should know how to possess his 
vessel (body) in SANCTIFICATION 
and HONOR.” “A good reason for it,” 
you say. And I'll agree. Paul gives still 
other reasons for it. In Romans 12:1, 2 
he beseeches them to present their bodies 
to God as a living sacrifice, holy and 
acceptable unto God, which, he says, was 
their reasonable service. Without sancti- 
fication it would be impossible to present 
our bodies to God in the condition in 
which He requires them to be; viz., “‘a 
living sacrifice, holy and acceptable unto 
him.” Paul sets forth this same truth in 
2 Cor. 7:1 and Heb. 12:1 but in differ- 
ent words from the above. Christ prayed 
for His disciples’ sanctification that they 
might be kept from the evil of the world. 
John 17:15-17. Not only did He pray 
for their sanctification but also them that 
believed on Him through their Word. 
That includes all Christendom. And since 
it is His will that all repent and all come 
to the knowledge of the truth (1 Tim. 
2:3, 4, 6), it is also evident from the 
Scriptures that sanctification is included 
in His universal will to man. Paul tells 
us in Heb. 10:9 that Jesus came to do 
God’s will. Then he says by that WILL 
we are SANCTIFIED through the offer- 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ once for 
all. He makes it still plainer in Hebrews 
13:12 where he says, “Wherefore Jesus 
ALSO (signifying His mission on earth 
was not only to save) that he might 
sanctify the PEOPLE (no particular 
people or nation, hence He must have had 
reference to mankind in general) with 
his own blood, suffered without the 
gates.” Strange that this particular clause 
of His will to man is so plainly set forth 


in the Bible and yet thousands of minis- 
ters steer clear of this wonderful truth 
that has brought such joy and victory 
to so many of God’s children. His Word 
declares that God’s will is our SANCTI- 
FICATION, so let us declare it to our 
fellowman. 


4. The same God that willed our sanc- 
tification also willed that we be BAP- 
TIZED WITH THE HOLY GHOST. 
That is why He SANCTIFIED US, that 
our bodies might be fit vessels in which 
for Him to dwell. It was the PROMISE 
of the FATHER (Luke 24:49) that Jesus 
promised to send upon His disciples that 
loved and kept His commandments. John 
14:15-17. It was that blessing that Jesus 
told them to wait or tarry for as He was 
about to be received up into heaven. And 
since it is God’s will for all to come to 
repentance, to be converted and to be 
sanctified, it becomes His will under 
conditions of sanctification and obedience 
for all mankind to be filled or baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. Many preachers 
object to this blessing, saying it was only 
for those of apostolic days. Peter oblit- 
erates this objection in one stroke when 
he told the people “the PROMISE is unto 
YOU (present generation) and to your 
CHILDREN (the next generation) and 
to ALL THEM THAT ARE AFAR OFF 
(future generations), even as MANY 
AS THE LORD OUR GOD SHALL 
CALL.” Acts 2:39. In this Peter assures 
them the blessing then given was not a 
passing fancy or a pleasant delusion to 
be enjoyed only by the present generation 
but that it was for all mankind. No 
nations were excepted in God’s universal 
will to man (Acts 10:34, 35); neither 
did He except any generations. I humbly 
ask: What will become of that preacher 
who fails to recognize this clause of God’s 
will to man so plainly set forth in the 
Scriptures? 


§. This is one clause of God’s will we 
shudder to think of, but who is it that 
does not recognize that God has willed 
or decreed the death of mankind in 
general? It is an appointment that we all 
must meet (Heb. 9:27) and there are 
but two ways to meet that appointment 
—-prepared or unprepared. Since it is His 
will that we die,. we should seek the 
desirable death, ‘the DEATH of the 
RIGHTEOUS” (Num. 23:10) or the 
PERFECT MAN (Psa. 37:37). “PRE- 
CIOUS in the SIGHT of the Lord,” the 
Psalmist says, “IS the DEATH of his 
saints.” While it is His will that they 
die, God has no pleasure in the DEATH 
of the WICKED. And until it becomes 
His will for Death to cease, Death shall 
continue to stalk through this world 
taking-as*his victims the rich and poor, 
bond and free, saved and unsaved. All 
mankind is victimized by him through

On Sunday, November 24, a great sermon was delivered by 
Dr. James Fowle, pastor of the First Presbyterian Church in 
Chattanooga. He elaborated on the power there was in the praise 
of God’s children. He said that not only would the singing of 
God’s praise cause the foundations of a prison to shake but that 
it would cause the foundations of 
hell to tremble. But in the warmth 
of his message, he declared that the 
foundations of hell had never been 
made to tremble because of any 
praise that was sung from his 
church, It seemed past his under- 
standing how his adherents could 
sing such wonderful old hymns as 
“All Hail the Power of Jesus’ 
Name” and “How Firm a Founda- 
tion” without any change of coun- 
tenance or without any glory of 
God in their faces. He said, “You 
young men sitting here on the front 
seat will go to a ballgame and yell 
until your throats are so sore you 
can hardly talk for two or three 
days, then come out here and sing 
the praises of God like a bunch of 
sissies.” “There are a great many 
people,” said Dr. Fowle, “who are 
all down in the mouth and blue and ready to say that nature 
has been drained of all its sweetness,” but he declared that it 
was the sweetness drained out of the individual’s life and re- 
ligious experience rather than out of nature, that nature was 
just as sweet as it ever was. Every word that Dr. Fowle said in 
his sermon was true. But we can understand why it is that 
people cannot sing the old hymns and cause the prison founda- 
tions to tremble today, and cause the foundations of hell to 
tremble. It is because there has not first been a preparation 
made in the heart of the individual who sings those praises. 
We are reminded of the singing and shouting, the playing 
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BE THE BEST OF WHATEVER YOU ARE

The best little scrub by the side of the rill; 
Be a bush if you can’t be a tree. 


If you can’t be a bush be a bit of the grass, 
And some highway some happier make;

The Sweetness 
of the Filling 


This morning in our prayer room, two short songs were sung 
and someone remarked that even though the songs were just 
fillers, that is, put in to fill out a space where another song had 
taken a page and a half, which left a half page, that the songs 
were filled with power and glory. Someone suggested that this 
song would live long. Then there came another suggestion that - 
there were not many two-page songs that did live very long. 
Usually the short songs are songs of consecration and dedica- 
tion, songs of devotion, and that is why the shorter songs and 
the simple, easily sung songs live longer,—songs of the cross, 
songs of the blood, and songs which 
take the soul into a complete sub- 
mission to God, and worship at His 
feet—-so after all those things which 
do not seem to be so showy in life, 
and do not take up the greatest 
room in life but are mere fillers, 
may fill in the more important 
places in our lives. 

The question has often been 
asked, ““Which is the more impor- 
tant in building, the brick or the 
mortar?” One hears very little 
about the mortar. The mortar is 
made at the time the brick are laid. 
The brick is what one buys, but 
after all there is a great deal of im- 
portance attached to that which is 
used to build the wall with in the 
laying of the brick. The question 
has been asked, “For what reason 
is mortar placed in the wall, to 
hold the brick together or to hold them apart?” The correct 
answer is that it is to keep them apart so they will stay together.

Florida Ministers’ Meeting 


Again we found that same “sweet, 
heavenly spirit prevailing in the Florida 
ministers’ meeting that was so prevalent 
at the General Assembly. The pastors and 
evangelists were there on Monday even- 
ing, November 4, the beginning of the 
meeting, and the Lord blessed with a 
good service. Tuesday morning business 
began proper with everyone, especially 
Brother Ellis, eager to arrange a program 
that would make this the greatest year 
Florida has ever known. All the measures 
presented were carried without a dissent- 
ing vote. 

Since our Bible School is to be made a 
college, for the best interest of all con- 
cerned, the ministers decided to have a 
ten-day ministers’ Bible (School) con- 
ference, instead of one of the usual 
length. It is to begin immediately after 
the Florida camp meeting. All persons 
desiring to attend may do so for the 
small fee of $1.00 each week for tuition, 
excepting the Florida ministers, whose 
tuition is to be paid from the state fund. 

The ministers voted unanimously to 
maintain their subscription goal for the 
Evangel at 35 per cent of membership, 
and to make a special effort to increase 
greatly the circulation of Evangel rolls, 
paid for in advance, thus receiving due 
credit. By doing so, they will swell the 
number of subscriptions, we hope, several 
thousands—yes, tens of thousands for 
this year. The Florida State News was 
changed to a special sheet, edited by the 
overseer monthly, thus relieving this drive 
so that more attention could be given to 
boost the Evangel. 

Florida has a full program and a large 
group of workers full of enthusiasm and 
determination, necessary, I believe, to 
shatter all previous records for the state. 

May God grant you, Florida, the great- 
est year in all your history thus far is 
the humble prayer of your General Over- 
seer.

. Answer: Beginning with the Sth verse 

of this chapter, we have the story of the 
centurion who came to Jesus for the heal- 
ing of his servant who was grievously 
tormented with the palsy. The centurion 
was a Roman and had no part in the re- 
ligion of the Jews, but after he had mani- 
fested such great faith, Jesus did that 
which he asked, and healed his servant. In 
the 10th verse, Jesus said of him, “I have 
not found so great faith, no, not in Is- 
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rael.” In the 11th verse, He tells of the 
many who shall come from the east and 
west (Gentiles) and shall sit down in the 
kingdom of heaven with Abraham, Isaac 
and Jacob. Then in the 12th verse, “‘the 
children of the kingdom shall be cast 
out.” The context clearly shows that ac- 
ceptance of the Gentiles after the Jews 
have rejected the message as brought by 
the Christ. The children of the kingdom 
referred to are the Israelites, not mean- 
ing each and every Israelite but those 
who respected Him.

Tears streamed down my face as I took 
him in my arms and said, ‘Surely it is an 
angel, God-sent.” We had only dry bread 
of third grade flour to give him. It would 
have melted your heart like wax to see 
him.” 

He tells how they must fast to bury an 
old brother. They need food for the old 
people, the children; they need books and

horses, goats and numerous zoo animals, 
Germany last week added those of its 
dogs which had not been killed by an 
earlier decree to save food. A new law, 
effective January 1, states that dogs, 
wolves, foxes, bears, badgers and wild 
hogs have been legalized as meat. After 
being inspected for trichina, their car- 
casses will be dressed; stamped and dis- 
tributed to butchers for rationing to 
general consumers. Of European dog 
breeds, the German Dachshund is con- 
sidered the most succulent. Cat, known 
as “roof rabbit” is like rabbit, except 
sweeter and tougher. General consumers 
in Germany get only old horses for food 
because the younger ones go to the army.”

The following article anent the Jews 
is very timely: “Sir Norman Angell, 
British author, told a group of Jewish 
leaders today that 24,000 Jews had 
migrated to Palestine in the last year 
despite transportation difficulties caused 
by the war. The Jewish refugees in Pal- 
estine have fled from the tyranny of 
Hitlerism and its vassals in eastern Europe. 
In Palestine they have been converted into 
productive citizens. “These hundreds of 
thousands who now call Palestine their 
home, although a few years ago they were 
cramped within Polish ghettos or Ger- 
man concentration camps, have disproved 
the myth that Jews cannot do manual 
labor,” he declared.

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Nazi and Italian influence. It adds to the 
perilousness of the situation. PERILOUS

A leading daily editorialized as fol- 
lows: “When the present war broke out 
in Europe, doctors predicted that a wave 
of influenza or some other epidemic dis- 
ease would spread over Europe and per- 
haps America as it did in 1917-18. Thus 
far it hasn’t happened. But now a still 
more terrible prospect is being held out. 
It is that the prolonged loss of sleep by 
Londoners and Berliners may bring about 
a lowering of their resistance to disease, 
nervous breakdowns, and varied psychi- 
atric troubles.

enough. To think that a groundwork is - 


being laid for a generation of neuro- 
psychiatric cases, not only among front 
soldiers, but among whole peoples, is a 
thought that adds one more touch of 
horror to modern war. To inflict casu- 
alities without even having to inflict 
wounds sounds like a militarist’s pipe 
dream, but the doctors feel that it is a 
dream coming true.” Yes, overwrought 
nerves, jangled and torn feelings, sleepless 
minds and bodies make for ruin, disease 
and death. The people of those countries 
never enjoy a night’s sleep free from fear 
and worry. They are constantly expecting 
to hear the wail of the siren announcing 
the coming of enemy bombers. PERIL-

the will of God. 

6. “If a man die shall he live again?” 
This question is of deep import. Job 
answers back in full assurance, “In my 
flesh shall I see God.” GLORIFICA- 
TION, or the REDEMPTION of the 
BODY from the CORRUPT MORTAL 
STATE to an IMMORTAL STATE is 
clearly set forth in the Scriptures. The 
doctrines of bodily resurrection or trans- 
formation is held by all Christendom as 
a part of God’s will to man. Even heathens 
(those who did not worship God) be- 
lieved in the redemption of the body, 
being baptized for the dead (1 Cor. 
15:29), thinking possibly that by so 
doing those of their loved ones who died 
having the ill favors of the gods might 
have the good favors of them through 
that intercessory measure. Paul, in speak- 
ing of the redemption of the body to the 
Thessalonians, says that the Lord at His 
coming will bring the departed ones (that 
is, their spirits) with Him and that they 
shall rise first, this having reference to 
a literal resurrection of the united soul 
and body (now made new forevermore) 
from the graves, etc. At that time we 
that remain alive shall be caught up to- 
gether with them in the clouds. He fur- 
ther assures us in Romans 8:23 that even 
Christians groan within themselves in 
waiting for the redemption of the body. 
What glorious bodies the faithful ones 
are promised! 

7. “And so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” This surely is a most precious 
clause in His will to all mankind. Oh that 
men would so recognize God’s will as to 
qualify for the promise held in this clause. 
One day David was singing a sweet psalm. 
Each verse grew sweeter, and, as he 
reached the climax, with his cup running 
over, he sang: “Surely goodness and mercy 
shall follow me all the days of my life: 
and I WILL DWELL IN THE HOUSE 
OF THE LORD FOREVER.” Others 
expressed their recognition of this clause 
of His will in similar terms. Think of it, 
saints, a seven-year honeymoon with Him 
in the sky, after the marriage, the great 
SUPPER and all the fixin’s. Then back to 
earth with a conqueror’s tread to rule and 
reign with Him as priests of Christ and 
God a THOUSAND YEARS. Yes, with 
Him all that time of universal peace and 
prosperity when the lion and calf shall 
lie down together and a “little child shall 
lead them.” But wait, that’s not all. After 
that the great judgment shall sit. All 
mankind shall be judged once for all at 
that time. The present heavens and earth 
shall flee away, no place anywhere to be 
found for them. In their stead a new 
heaven and a new earth shall be swung 
into space. That beautiful city, the New 
Jerusalem, shall take its seat upon this 
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new earth and in that CITY WHERE 
ALL THINGS ARE MADE NEW, 
WHERE THERE IS NO NIGHT AND 
THEY NEED NO SUN, WE SHALL 
REIGN FOR EVER AND EVER. YEA, 
WE SHALL DWELL WITH HIM 
ETERNALLY. 

All the foregoing clauses are included 
in God’s will to man in general. That is, 
it is a “WHOSOEVER WILL” PROPO- 
SITION with God. True, there are cer- 
tain requirements in each clause, but 
whoever saw a will that didn’t have some 
specified requirements. They are reason- 
able and in reach of all humanity. Now, 
let us discuss briefly His will towards 
us as individuals. 

“For the gifts and callings of God are 
without repentance.” How true, God has 
a task, a talent, and a gift for every hu- 
man being to use for His glory, man’s sus- 
tenance and the betterment of all human- 
ity. Oh that man could always ascertain 
the place in life God would have him fill. 
Then there would be no more wasted, 
empty, and unhappy lives. If we could 
have our spiritual radios perfectly tuned 
in we could soon find His will concern- 
ing us as individuals. To some of us He 
would say: “GO PREACH;” to others: 
“GO PLOW;” to still others: “GO 
SPIN;” and to still others He would say: 
“GO FISH,” etc. All would be given the 
task and talent in life that was the most 
beneficial to us and the most profitable 
to all. Some would be given spiritual gifts 
and talents; others would be given natural 
gifts and talents, and each of them would 
be a compliment to the other. World 
conditions would be better equalized and 
mankind as individuals would be happy 
in their chosen lot before God. But the 
world is in chaos and ruin because man 
has gone about to choose his own calling 
and way in life rather than to recognize 
the will and hand of God in his life. Oh 
that we were not so deaf to His will 
towards us as individuals. God’s will for 
each of us is manifested in this life in 
gifts and callings, both spiritual and 
natural. 

The impartation of spiritual gifts is 
far more important than the dispensation 
of natural talents to man. Paul teaches 
us that they are divided unto every man 
severally as the Spirit wills. 1 Cor. 12:11. 
Other Scriptures substantiate this state- 
ment. Rom. 12:5-8; 1 Cor. 12:28-30. 
Likewise with natural gifts or talents. 
The failure or success of people in life 
depends on whether they follow their 
God-ordained course in life or not. Some 
people are miserable failures in some lines 
of life when in others they would be 
glorious successes. It all lies in abiding in 
the calling wherein we are called. This 
goes for both spiritual and natural gifts. 

Our callings in life usually go hand 
in hand with our gifts or talents. They 


certainly are not discordant one to the 
other. Whether it be the calling to the 
ministry or a calling to a farm, we're 


still endued, through the mind of Divine’ 


Wisdom, with that gift or talent that will 
make us more useful to that calling. I 
cannot begin to tell just what every plan 
and gift and talent and calling God has 
for men as individuals is. It would take 
a mind like His to find out what He 
would have all the “‘you’s” and “I’s” over 
the world to do. But YOU can ascertain 
your place in life as a follower of Christ 
by going before Him in prayer and seek- 
ing the revelation of His will towards 
you as an individual. PRAY then that 
God may show you WHAT HE 
WOULDEST HAVE THEE TO DO. 

Much more could be said concerning 
the will of God to man, both generally 
and individually. Suffice it to say that 
first of all we should be concerned about 
His will in general to mankind. That 
affects us all, and in more ways than one. 
Your individual calling in life will not 
cross His will to you in general. Let us 
seek that His will may be wrought in us 
fully. My closing prayer for you is with 
that of Epaphras, “that YE MAY 
STAND PERFECT AND COMPLETE 
IN ALL THE WILL OF GOD.”

The shocks were 
registered here at 7:56 p. m. and 8:02 
p- m., respectively, from a distance of 
approximately 2,850 miles southeast.”
